Government Ownership of Railroads

CHICAGO, Feb. 29.—The annual report 


of the Chicago & Alton road for tbe year 
1889 shows tbe following figures: Gross 
earning}, $7,GIG,GIG; increase, 
$5,151; 


operating expenses, $1,571,736; decrease, 
$90,318; net earnings, $2,914,880; in- 
crease, $101,500. 


The quention of (railway legislation by 


Stutes and by the General Government is 
treated at great length by President Black- 
stone, and the statement is made (hat rail- 
road property has been greatly depressed 
thereby. The report says: "Wo should 
not complain unless prepared to suggest a 
remedy," 
Tbe suggestion is made that 


the National Government shall acquire 
tbe ownership of "all the railroads in the 
United States now used for interstate 
traffic, by the exercise of its right of emin- 
ent domain, or by purchase, payment 
therefor to be made by Government bonds 
bearing interest at a rato not exceeding 3 
per cent, per annum, to be redeemed by 
annual application to a sinking fund, oqnnl 
in amount to 1 per cent, ol the wholo 
amount of such bonds issued. The annual 
Interest and sinking fund to be paid from 
net earnings and rates for transportation 
reduced from year to year BO as to provide 
no more money than needed for such pay- 
ments. Other details are elaborated at 
length, the chief feature being a proposal 
that the government of roads and making 
of rates be vested in a Board of National 
Railroad Directors, and that all railroad 
employes, after one year's service, shall 
not be subject to discharge without cause 
and proper investigation. The report, in

Tho Worst Floutl Ever Known—People 


Driven front Their Ilomoi, 1>nt No 
Sorloun Dninngo—InoMeitU, Kto.

Alturas is having a flood It IB not so 


bad as tho Johnstown flood, but it exceeds 
anything of the kind ever before witnessed 
in tho town. The flood was due to two 
causes: First, there was a Urge amount of 
snow on the ground. A thaw started in 
ast Saturday and the snow melted rapidly, 
added la which there was considerable 
warm rain, Second, tbo water in the river 
was frozen und (bore was in the channel of 
ho rivor a solid bed of ice at least a foot 
ihlok. This JOB raised with the water, and 
here bo ing no escape for it, it remained in 
ho channel, forming a dum for miles in 
eogth and causing the water to back up 
and overflow much worse than It would 
bave done had tbe river been oloar of ioe, 


Monday afternoon the river began to 


'also, and by Tuesday morning itwos bank 
ull and reported to be running out above 
own on tbo south Dido. People expected 
a big flood and quite a number began to 
irepare for it. At first it was thought to 
ry to start the ioo gorge, but thin idea was 
loon abandoned, as an examination showed 
hat it extended for miles np and down tbe 
iver. By 1 o'clock in the afternoon tbe 
water was getting uncomfortably deep on 
ho south side ol tho rivor, and by 3 o'clock 
t began to make its appearance ou the 
north side, nnd tho flat extending from 
Main street to tho school house was a vast 
ake. An hour later it was pouring through 
the streets iu every direction, and growing 
deeper every minute. By 5 o'clock it be- 
gan to enter tho booses on tho south side 
of Iho river, and on the flat ou tbo north 
side. Thon began a lively scene, of people 
moving their families and livestock. The 
oiks living in Ihoso parts of town men- 
tioned hastily piled up their furniture, 
gathered up a few necessary articles, and 
>ilingin',to wagons wore driven to the north- 
irn part of town and sought refuge with 
heir friends on "Nob Hill," as it has been 
ermed. By 7 o'clock it was reported that 
he water had entered Gleason's saloon and 
Madden's store, and was about four inches 
deep in (he Indopondont office.

All Nevada&s should out it out and paste i 
in their hats for reference, for tho storm of 
that month has never been equalled in tho 
Sagebrush Stato, and probably never will 
be again: 


rnEciriTATKN. 


Tho precipitation daring January was 


;enerally in the form of snow aud very 
boavy, except in tho southern portion ol 
;Uo State, where light rains oocnrred 
From all records the snowfall for tbo month 
appears unprecedented since Nevada was 
settled by the whites, while its effects have 
been disastrous to ftookmen, and a com 
plete check to travel during the latter part 
>f the month. There was bat one station 
in Nevada—El Dorado Canyon—wbioh did 
not report snow in depths ranging from two 
.nohes ot Gold Mountain to 111 inches at 
Ruby nil!, While Pine county. Tho avej- 
age fall of snow at the 29 stations reporting 
was 35.1 inches, while the Average prtcipi 
;ation (ram and melted snow) was 3 81 
nohes, which amount to 1.C9 inches above 
Ihe normal for the month of January, 1889, 
The greatest amount of precipitation re 
ported from any one elation was 9 30 inches 
at Baby Hill, following which came Verdi 
at 9,11 inches, and Lowers' ruuoh with 8.23 
nohes, £1 Dorado Canyon reports tbe 
eaot—.49 of an inch—while Gold Mount- 
ain only reports 0.62 inch. 


Those excessive snows so covered the 


ground as to leave nil animals on the 
ranges destitute of feed, thus entailing great 
oss to tbe cattlemen. In the northern 
counties the loss is estimated at fully 50 
>er cent,, on account of starvation and ex 
losure, the country now being covered with 
mrcdsges in every direction. In the west- 
ern counties tbe loss will probably not be 
so groat. All the railroads ns well as the 
)nblio roads, were impassable during the 
alter half of the month, on aooount of the 
teavy snow, which, assisted by brisk winds, 
;ept tbe roads filled as fast as cleared out. 
On the 15th the Central Pacific was com- 
iclled to abandon thoir trains on aocount 
I the Immense depth of snow in the Sierra 
Nevada Mountains, ranging in depth from 
. few inches to from 20 to 30 feet, which 
ompletely baffled the united efforts of 
hroe powerful snow plows and thousands

mained intaot on the 31st of the month, 
'bile no mails had reached Nevada from 
be west daring the entire time.

Send Drafts to Russia. 


Having occasion to make a remittance 


to a friend In (iornmny while I was in 
Moscow, I was about to inclose n £10note 
in my letter, when I was cautioned not to 
do so, as there Is n law forbidding tho trans- 
portation of any money into or out of tho 
kingdom through tho mails, and post- 
office olllciiUs have authority to open let- 
ters which they suspect and seize any 
money they may find therein, one-third 
going to tho government nnd two-thirds 
to the official. All remittances, therefore, 
to insure safety, must be made by means 
of bankers' drafts. I presume this Is to 
enable the government to keep track of 
funds received or expended for plots or 
conspiracies, but that such regulation 
exists it in fortunate for tho tourist to 
know, lest ho unwittingly contribute to 
tho funds of so'me government official in 
the postofflco department. The only way 
to got foreign newspapers in Russia is to 
subscribe for them at n Russian postofFlce, 
where they will bo examined on arrival 
nnd tho objectionable passages blacked 
out of them.—Boston Commercial Bul- 
letin. 


carnival. The day was beautiful, the 
heat of a tropical sun being tempered 
by a fresh breeze, and the weather not 
uncomfortable until midday. The stores 
were open, the cafes were swarming 
with people, and there was an air of 
general enjoyment all over the place. A 
little after 4 o'clock in tho afternoon 
word was passed that the procession was 
coming, and, occupying a scat overlook- 
ing tho beautiful plaza, we remained for 
three hows watching the merry makers 
as they passed. All classes and condi- 
tions mingled in the parading throng; 
men, women and children, the high and 
low, 
tho rich and poor, all seemed 


equally intent upon having sport. There 
was no particular attempt at masquer- 
ade. 
A few ladies woro dominoes and 


masks, Tho great bulk of women sat 
in open carriages, bonnotlcss and dressed 
in full evening attire. 


Tho procession was a queer one. Fol- 


lowing one another there were a mag- 
nificent four-in-hand, owned by a rich 
planter; a carriage seating two, which 
could be hired for the occasion for a 
couple of dollars; a magnificent tandem; 
a splendid horse hitched singly to an ele- 
gant carriage, all resembling the bettor 
class of turnouts you have in the United 
States, and horses, harness and vehicles 
all coming from there. 


Tho Spanish women are said to be 


beautiful. I fail to see it when they are 
compared with American women. They 
are slight of frame, with sallow com- 
plexions arid covered beyond recognition 
with powder and paint. The effort of 
Spanish ladies seems to be to make their 
artificial adornments as conspicuous as 
possible, 
There were some seductive 


types of beauty that were unexception- 
able. Yet after three hours' gazing upon 
tho high and low, the elite, middle class 
and common people, the percentages of 
women that would strike the American 
eyo as comparing favorably with tho 
fresh, vigorous, natural womanly beauty 
of Uncle Sam's daughters were exceed- 
ingly small. 


If there were bustle, gayety and revelry 


among tho people of this Cuban metropo- 
lis in the day time, what can bo said of 
the night? In the sunlight there was a 
stream o2 fashion, wealth and poverty 
that mingled in tho procession, which 
bewildered and perplexed one who re- 
vered the Sabbath. The night cannot be 
described, None of those who partici- 
pated in the parade seemed to have gone 
home at night, When tho gas was lighted 
it flashed upon a beautiful scene of ladies 
in full dress driving about the plaza, or 
sitting quietly in their carriages listening 
to the strains of music that issued from 
a hundred places whero dancing and 
jollity ruled the hour. Men, women and 
children swarmed the streets and plazas, 
all vying with each other in unseemly 
struggles to enjoy themselves. The Tacon 
theatre, the fourth largest opera house 
in tho world, was floored over, and this, 
on Sunday night, was given over to the 
demi monde, who crowded in and out 
upon its spacious floor, enjoying tho las- 
civious danza, or supping wino or coffee 
in the adjoining cafes. Not one hundred 
rods away the wealth and style of Havana 
gathered in the Casino, the swell club of 
the place, and there danced and reveled 
until after day dawned. Strains of musio 
pouring from the windows of almost 
every hall in the city told of other private 
balls. 


Over thu finest cafe in Havana, not 


one hundred feet from the Tacon theatre, 
thro native Cubans of low degree grasped 
each other and danced until breathless 
with excitement or fatigue. 
Further 


down tho street a few negro servants 
enjoyed themselves in a liko manner. 
Peoplo hero seem to dance for enjoy- 
ment. They do it with ease and grace, 
resting at intervals, and never indulging 
in the hurly-burly waltz around the room, 
as they do in the United States. Look- 
ing at tho native dancq from all tho 
points of view of society and morals, I 
could not help but wonder what our 
American mothers would eay if they 
could witness tho merry spectacle of a 
Cuban ball, whether the participants bo 
high or low. I spent several hours in- 
vestigating all the phases of society as 
seen in Cuba on this festive occasion, 
and tho altair was kept up long after I 
had tired of what I had seen. I wish I 
had noticed rnoro to commend, but I 
must confess that society, like every- 
thing else in Cuba, seems to be demoral- 
ized, It scorns to mo to be one pell mell 
rush, regardless of proprieties or reli- 
gious obligations.

Forty-flvo ycnra of observation havo 


shown Hint of the tlfty-threo stars cata- 
logued by Dcascl In tho Pleiades nearly all 
havo n drift In space opposite to our own.

more generations. No eye can sustain 
tho glare of the clectrio light that now 
meets the gaze everywhere. It is ruin- 
ous to the sight and induces paralysis of 
the eye. Any defect in the eye is readily 
transmitted to children, and we can 
easily see what weak and unhealthy 
eyes people will have after the electric 
light has been at work upon several de- 
grees of ancestors. 


Wo are much too reckless in our use 


of the light, when a little caution would 
relieve the eye from the danger. There 
is no good reason why a spectator in a 
theatre or ball should have to look at an 
electric light or past one in fixing hia 
eyea on the stage, and yet this is what 
he must do now and then. Nor should 
one read or write by the eleotrio light, 
yet there are a large number of people in 
St. Louis and every large city who never 
use any other light for night work. 
The only light the eyes will stand health- 
fully is a soft lamp light, and people will 
have to pay in the future for giving it 
up contemptuously as they havo done.—
